The cuses which are dealt with in this Award were beard at Madras froin 
the Blh _ipril 19.30 to 12th April 1950 . 
Andhra Bank , Ltd . 

Shri G . V . Poornachandra Rao - This employce was in tho service of tho 
Bank froni 1-6 - 194 :3 as godown keoper . His services were termined on 
16 12 - 1948 is no longer required . It is stated that such action was tilhen on 
the busis of an inspection reportm e by the banks inspector of godons to the 
effert that his work was hopelessly negligent , that the forms which had to 
be filled up in connection with advances on turmeric were left lank and that 
no entries had been made in the relevant account books of the bank . When 
the inspection wus made the cmployee was on leave. He was recalled to duty 
and the oinissions and irregularitiey were sought to be mado up or l ectified . 
He went on leave again from 4 -8 - 1048 und wis transforred to Gudur on 1- 10 - 1048 , 
Again he asked for inedicul leave from 2 - 2 - 1948 to 11- 12 - 1948 and sought 
extension for a month . He wintod to be transferred to Duggirala or Bezwada

Thero were no entries 
to indentity the turmeric pith . The pro -notes , security lotters and documents 
describing the goods pledged were all kept blank . The godown certificates 
had not beon prepared . The delivery orders were not signed by the agent. 
Interest due by the conşituents was not debited against thein . All this is 
rovcaled in the deposition which Suhby Rao gave beforo the Labour Com 
missioner before whom he went up in appenl. The Labour Commissioner 
dismissed the appeal by order Ex. 4 . Tho duties that Subba Rao had to 
perform appear from Ex. 0 . For the reason given by us in the award relating 
to Poornachandra Rao wo must liold that the order of the Labour Com 
missioner as the appellate authority under the Shops and Establishments Act 
has become final. Further , Subba Rao is not a workman within the moan 
ing of the Act but was un ‘Agent . His complaint that his services wero 
wrongfully torminated does not amount to an industrial dispute within the 
meaning of the Act . 

Imperial Bank of India , 

Shri B Someshuma Rao .- - 1t has become unnecessary to deal at any 
length with this employeo s case in view of what is to be mentioned at the 
end of this report. The facts may, however, be set out shortly . 

He was a cashier in the Vizagapatam branch of the bank on the date whon 
lie was removed from service . On 2nd May 1947 there was a shortage of 
Rs. 2 ,0000 ut his counter He made good the loss on the same day . Wanting 
to recoup this loss he applied to the Vizagapatam Merchants Association for 
monetary help on Bra October 1947 and 2612 December 1948 , The Secretary 
of the Association sent a complaint to the Agent of the bank about this 
requeyt and wanted the transfer of the man to some other station . 
Someshwara Rio hit upon vet another plan for help . He got one of his 
friends called Mandavalli Sandow to give benefit performances of feals of 
strength and valour in his tavour nad ho actively canva4ged for the sale of 
tiokety for the shows The local agt nt of the branch sent a report about this 
and other instances of misconduct to the Head Office uftor calling for and 
obtaining his written explanation . He was sent on lcave until instructions 
were received from the Head Offich und he was firally discharged on payment 
of a month a notice in lieu of wages by al order dated 18th February 1919 . 

The Agent s report refers to three instances of misconduct Thero is a 
reforence in the roport to an allegation by the employce of being stabbed by 
the lead Cashier which was later whittled down to an attack by blows. The 
Committee of the Local Board of the bank which considered the case had all 
the allegations beford them , proved and unproved , and it is difficult to say 
how lar the unprovod ones influenced thom In fact , the memorandum pre 
pared for the said l ommittee refers to the unproved charges in these words : 
“ We are 1100 fully satisfied that he is innocent of the charges madagast him ." 
This is hudly satisfactory . It is admitted by the bank that no formal charges 
were framed against hin in no notice was given to the eniployee to show 
cause why his services should not be torm .noted , 

Mr. Miller on behalf of the Bank stutros that the bank has agreed to hold 
a l egulur inquiry and investigate the charges afresh after giving the employco 
an opportunity to cxplain anything that may have been allegod against him . 
It is hoped this will be done as soon is possible . In vicu of this undertaking 
by the bank , wo inake no directions in this case . 

indian Bunk , Ltd . 

Shn R . M . K . Solyoppa . - Thc cmployee was present in person . Shri 
Lakkappu Rai apprared for the Indian Bank . Shri T . Ramkrishna Rao , 
Staff Oſhcer of the bank was also present 
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an accountant. and he refused to go that he might be postina 


Soluyappa was the agent of the Pudupatti branch of the bank . As there 
W88 & shortage in the cash balance in that branch Solayappa was transferred 
to Tuticorin as an accountant. Ho regarded this as demotion , though the 
pag continued to be tho gaine , and he refused to go , he took leave for some 
time and at the end of the period he agail requested that he might be posted 
as an agent somewhere else or taken as an assistant in the head office . The 
bank was not propared to accede to this request. As he did not join at Tutí . 
coriu as ordered , he was dismissed on 19th October 1919 from servico for 
disobedionce. On the date of dismissal, be knul 18 years service to his credit . 

Treatwg the dismissal 99 ode having effect from 6th June 1949 he now 
Beeks salary troin that date , restoration to service as an agent or as an 
assistant in the head office , compensation for loss of his job and payment of 
the bank s contribution to his provident fund (Rs. 919 - 11-5 ), The bank 
contests the claim . He was admittedly negligent . He did not join duty at 
Tuticorin , though it was repeatedly pointed out to him that his transfer was 
not by way of demotion ; and when he wils asked on 22nd August 1949 to show 
cause why he should not be dismi99d he savo no explanation . The bank 
raised the ploe that the Tribudol bad no jurisdiction as he was an officer and 
not a " workman and as the dismissal was after thc dato when this Tribunal 
Was constituted . 


Even before mo, Solayappa expressed inability to join as an accountant. 
Throughout he has persisted in this attitude . Ele was put under suspension 
on 22nd August 1949 and was asked to show cause why disciplinary action 
should not be taken , but no roply was received from him . There was & 
report from the Tuticorin branch that he did not join duty on 6th October 1949 . 
The bank intiinated to him that disciplinary action would be taken . On 
10th October 1940 he wrote to the bank asking for leave on hall pay from 6th 
June 1949 and statod that be cared more for a fair namo than for his job . 
Ultimately he was dismissed , as stated above, for gross breach of discipline as 
be was absent from duty from 6th June 1949 when his previous leave expired . 
He was not given any golary for the period subsequent to that dute . 

Solagappa appealed to the Labour Commissioner for halt pay and for 
restoration . It is alleged by the bank , and not controverted by the petitioner , 
that the appeal was dismissed by the Labour Commissioner on 10th March 
1950 


There can be no doubt that apart from the merits , the petition has to fail 
on legal grounds Admittedly , he was an officer and not a " workman " . His 
dismissal was after the date of the constitution of this Tribunal . Thirdly , 
there is no industrial dispit involved. [le raised an individual dispute 
relating to his own dismissal or discharge , 10 dispute having been raised on his 
behalf by any union or body of workmen . 

On the merits, ho hay no coge either Though the shortage was made 
good , he hinself admits that it could have been avoided if he was more diligent 
and if he had been present when the cash box was orened by the shroff as he 
is required to do. There is noihing wron , under the circunstances in his 
being transferred to Tuticorin ag accountant on the same pay . As & matter 
of fact thero aro accountants in branches who draw more salary than the Agonts , 
His objection that it may be regarded as a darriotion appears to 118 to be large 
ly sentimental. He was askech at the hearing whether he would join duty 
as an accountant at least now , if the hunk could be persuaded to retrace the 
step it had taken . But his answer was an einphatic " po , 

The petition has, therefore , to be dismissed . But we would make a strong 
recominondation to the bank that in view of the 18 years service he has put 
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in , the fist that the shortage has horen inale good by the shorff , and the ad 
dition . ( TTCutane thui hus view about the clomotion involved in thc trausfor 
was merely bill and not a mere make believe or a pistence , the bank might 
pay full the banks share of its contubution to his provident funri , viz ., Rs. 
919 - 11 - 3. It is gencro - ity of this kind instead of atrict adherence to rules 
and technicalitias , that willy pomote homony and goodwill between om 
ployees wid cuisployees . The mountii meru bagatello to the bank but is 
a substantial surn for the employee .

AWARD 
The foilowing cases of alleged victimisation were heard at Dehra Dun on 
the 15th , 16th and 17th April 1950 . 

PUNJAB NATIONAL BANK . 
1 . Ram Nath Sahai. — His grievance is that a fine of Rs. 180 was imposed 
on him for no fault of his . The facts which are relied on are as follows. On 
the 30th November 1916 one Kartar Singh Kotiah handed over tcheque for 
Rs. 2 ,000 for collection at the branch office at Chora bazur , Ludhiana , where 
Mr. Sahai was the supervisor. The cheyne was despatched on the same day 
for collection to Lahore and on the 9th December 1946 a letter was received 
from the L hore office stating that the bill in question , the number of which was 
7936 had been realised ; but the Lahore office gave the number of the bill as 
7930 On the samne day Kartar Singh Kotiah withdrew the amount of the 
cheque Mr. Sahai showed the Lahore office letter to the Manager and on the 
same day the Lahore office was asked to confirm the contents of its letter . 
The letter seeking such confirmation was sent along with the voucher to the 
Manager on the 9th December 1946 for his signature and the Manager after 
looking into the matter raised no objection . The Ludhiana branch debited 
against the Lahoie office the amount of the cheque and placed it to the credit 
of Kartar Singh Kotah . The Bank admits that in every such ca - e the Manager 
also signs the voucher in the usual course , but that is usually on the hasis of 
the supervisor s checking. It is now founıl that no bill No . 7930 vas sent from 
the Ludhiana branch to the Lahore ofiice and it has not been shown that the 
bill bearing that number was for Rs . 2 ,00 ). The Lahore Office confirnied its 
action on the 11th December 1946 by a letter in which the Varager wrote . 
" We receiveci a cheque from your office for Rs. 2,000 with Bills for Collection 
No . 7930 or 7936 . It was got realized in due course and proceeds credited to 
your account under advice to you . " About two months thereafter on the 6th 
Febriarr 1947 , the cheque in question was received back at the Ludhiana office 
without a forwarding letter , but with a printed memorandum showing the reason 
of its having been dishonoured In explaliation of this , the lanager at the 
Lahore office wrote on the 26th December 1947 : " ) !r. Om Prakash ( her , clerk 
of this office , by inistake affordled credit to the Ludhiana office in - teail of 
Amritsar ottice (from which apparently another cheque for Rs . 2 ,000 had 
been received on the 6th December 1916 ). On these facts it seems clear that 
the fuult in this case lay entirely with this clerk Om Prakash Cher and the 
Lahore office , and that Mr. Ram Sahili cannot be held responsible for the mis 
take . It was contended on behalf of the bank that as the bill number was 


ibcente office staind on the other he was dessa 
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7830 instead of 7996 he should not huve passed the voucher but waited for con 
firmation from Lahore instead of writing about the confirmation and at the 
same time allowing the amount to be withdrawn , The Ludhiana branch , low 
ever , was entitled to act on the advice from the Lalore office that realisation 
on the bill had been made , particularly as no bill No. 7080 uppears to have been 
sent out from that branch to tho Lahore office. The discrepancy was thus 
treated as an obvious mistake, but still, us a to mal incusure of caution , con 
firmation was sought from the Lahore office . In what was done ut Ludhianu 
brunch the Vanuger shared responsibility with Mr. Sahai, if any at all. In these 
circumstances it seems that the order fining Mr. Snhui Rs. 180 was not proper . 
We, therefore , direct that the order should be set aside and the amount refund 
od to Mr. Ram Sahai within a month from the publication of this Award . 

Several other cmployees have been similarly dealt with but they are not 
beforc the Tribunal. We feel that their cases ulso deserve to be treated simi 
larly , and we make n recommendation to such effect , tho whole amount of the 
cheque being realised from those who handled the mntier At Luhore office . 

2 . Survan Dev Bhandari . This ( nye comes from Patiala and East Punjab 
States Union and as such is outside the jurisdiction of the Tribunal.

9 . Pran Nath Uppal. He was a supervisor at the Central office ut Delhi 
and is now working at the branch office at Patiala . His grievance is thut while 
he was at Delhi his increment for the yeur 1948 which was duo in January 1948 
was stopper . Ha appears to have been doing the work of roconciliation of 
the accounts and was confirmed as supervisor in 1947 . In February 1947 his 
wife fell scriously ill and he had to take a good deal of leave . 
His wife ultimately died and he had to get his loave extended for 
the obsequial ccremonies . 012 the 12th December 1947 tho officer -in -charge 
wrote about himn ; “ Ilc has not suited us a supervisor and as such I cannot 
rocommend his casc for increment .” It is said that the said officer was an 
noyed with him beenuse ho had had lo tale a good deul of leave during the 
year . The Manager of his office wrote to the District Manager on the 14th June

the rement due to him for 1940 . In this case though adverse remmurky were 
written against him no charge sheet was shown to him nor was his explantion 
asked for regariling any matter in which his works or conduct had been found un 
satisfactory II had no connection with trude activities , and because he was 
doing the work of reconciliution of accounts in the office he could not have 
learnt nuch or got much experience about banking as such . The present appli 
cation was no coulit mde on tie 28th March 1930 , but it scoms that his 
grievance was agitated before the banks authorities for a consideruble time and 
the union hoped to come to an agreement leguring hin . The union has filed 
a letter froin Mr. Uppal dated the 27th Jununiy 1949 stat.ng forth his grictam , 
the union having been formed on the 31st January 1919 . As bo subacquently 
got his increment in 1919 it may be preuumed that he has now got the neces 
Saly experience to wable him to come up to the expected standard of elficiency, 
and it will not be right, therefore , in our opinion , that the loss of one increment 
should operate permanently throughout his carecr . The fact that he did 
not get the nchantage ot onc inciement throughout 1948 ought to be regarded 
14 sufficient polishment and with cllect from the date on which he got the in 
crement in 1019 the increment due in January 1948 uno should be restored 
Wo direct accordingly . 

There is another matter in connection with this employce . While at Delhi 
bc usul to get Hy, 15 As local allowance and his drievance is that since he left 
Delhi lie ling been deprived of the local vllowania which ought, according to 
his contention , to have been amalgamated with his substantive sulury . Thore 
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is a circular of the bank dated the 18th October 1948 in which it was stated 
that is regards sucb amalgaination each caso would be individually dealt with 
by the Secretary but that " the cut will be imposed in all cases where the 
tjänster is not in the interest of tho bank . ” In this case Mr. Uppal was trans 
ferred to his new place at his own request and was not allowed even travelling 
allowance That being so , it cannot be said that the disoretion used by the 
bank regarding amalgamation of the local allowance has been wrongly exer 
cised and wo do not think that he deserves any relief as to this point, and 
wa give no direction thereon .

5 Om Parkash Sharma. - Ile was serving as a clerk at the branch office, 
Fall Bazar, Anıritsar On tho 10th October 1947 he was asked to proceed to 
Jammu to take the delivery of the property of ono Khan Bahadur H . M . Hebib 
ulls, who had already left for Pakistan At that time the Kashmir Valley was 
attacked by the yailers and his lorry met with an accident one of his arms boing 
fractured It is alleged on his behalf that he remained unconscious for several 
hours and was removed to the Kathuu Military Hospital in a military lorry 
whej e ho iemained for two days and that thcnco he was removed to Amritsar 
where it wits not possible to adjust his fractured arm . It is furthor alleged that 
he lost 1114 watch , shoes , bedding , etc ., of the value of Rs 200 and that he in 
curred expenses of over Rs 200 more on mcdical aid He applied for com 
pengation to the bank but the bunk sanctioned only Rs 50 . He has asked that 
uclequate compensation should be paid to him now The bank has produced 
a letter from Mr Sharma dated the 3rd January 1948 in which he admitted 
that he remuned away from work for 14 months, which period was treated as 
privilege lejre on tull par , and his prayer was " I humbly request your good 
Helt that owing to injuries I spent about Rs. 100 on iny illn048 for which I am 
under debt The band asked for details of expenses but they were not sup 
pherd unil thcieloro only Rs 50 wero sanctioned . sl scems , however , that tho 
local Manager on the 3rd November 1948 as well as the District Manager on the 
Ath December 1948 both recompen let that a quin of Rs 100 should be pan to 
hiin In these circunstances, we ihink that Rs 50 would not be an excesuive 
sum and that, thciefore , the bank should now puy Mr Sharma Another suin 
of I 50 with n one month from the publicntion of this Award . We direct

Tlie first applicution in this case way received froin Shri Gupta in his own 
name in January 1950 . He gave details of his case in n subsequent lutter dated 
the 3rd Fobruary 1950 . On the 4th Ipril 1950 he gave a lotter of Authority 
to Shri H . L . Parwana , President of the Bharat Bank Employces Union , Delhi, 
to appear for him before the Tribunul. Sliri Parwainu appeareyl at Dehra Dun 
before the Tribunal and later Shri R . L . Sally , a member of the Advisory 
Committee of the Union Wur authorised by the Secretary of the Union to 
represent Shri Gupta . 

Shri Gupta clearly was not it workman For the lispute to havo come 
under the jurisdiction of the Tribunal, it should have been raised by workmen 
or i union of workmen on u dita not Inter than 13th June 1949 , the date of 
the Chovernment order rotering the disputes between the banking ( ompanies 
and their oinployees to this Tribun This , however , was not tho cune. 
Though Shri Guptat might have had a dispute with the bank before the 18th 
Tune 1949 it must be regarded as klifferent from an industriul dispute between 
the employors and workmen The provent dispute in which the Union has 
appened long after that date must be held to fall outside the jurisdiction of 
the Tribunal.

ALLAHABAD BANK , LTD . 
15 . Tara Chand .--- He was an office peon it tho Delhi branch of the bank . 
His grievance is that he has been deprived of his emolunonts , which he would 
otherwise have been entitled to , on the ground that he was a minor. Le claims 
these emolumonts from the 1st of January 1947 as well as the quarters allowance 
of Rs. 3 per month . Iſ he was 18 in 1947 he would be ontitled now to got 
Rs. 54 . The bank s case is that he joined as a call boy in November 1946 
when his age , according to his application , was 19 years . The call boys, 

cording to the bank s practice, do not qualify for propiotion to the peons 
grade and its emoluments until they attain 18 years . In 1947 the bank issued 
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A circular that cull boys who had attainod the age of 18 years might be plaood 
in the category of peons . Even then he did not stato that he was not below 
18 ycurs. In l ebruary 1950 the bank of its own uccord , in connection with 
the annual increase of pay , enquired about his age and even then ho did not 
produce any proof of the date of his birth . Ho was, therofore , gent for an 
examination by the bank s doctor, wlio said that he wis above 20 and might 
he 21 or 22 in 1950 . In the circumstances the bank contends that he is not 
entitled to the full scale of pay with retrospective effect from 1947 . With 
regurd to the claim for tho rostoration of the quartere allowance of Rs. 3 per 
month which he was drawing ti ]] October 1948 , the bank s case is that liis 
Kearness allowanco was increasod from Rs. 18 -8 - 0 to Rs . 20 and the house 
allowance was consequently merged in the latter and that though he couldl 
have got accommodation in the subordinate stuff quurtors , he refused to avail 
himsolf of it . In the circumstances of the case we do not think that ho is 
entitled to restoration of the house allowice . With regard to the emoluments 
we understand he is getting now Rs. 51 but if he was 18 years of age in 1948 
he would huve been entitlod now to get Rs. 54 . We think that he is primarily 
responsible for the manner in which the bank has dealt with his case , but this 
must be attributed to his ignorance . We feel that the ends of justice will 
be met if he is put in tho peon s grado now and allowed to draw tho amount 
he would have been entitled to if he had attained the age of 18 years on the 
31st March 1948 and if he is also paid a consolidatad sum of Rs. 50 in Hatis 
faction of his claim for arrears for past ycars , be paid within a fortnight of 
the publication of this award . 

16 . Bachai Ram . He was a peon in the Delhi office of the bank upto 
Muy 1940 and his complaint is that he was degraded to work as a chowkidar . 
It is stated that as chowkidar he hns to perform varying duties and dutios on 
Sunduys and holidays and also duties at odd hours . Besides he also sustained 
a monetary loss and his claim is , therefore, for a compensation of Rs. 15 per 
month for tho inoney lost during the period he workod as chowkidar , The 
bank s case is as follows . He was employed na a chowkidar on 15th January 
1941. In 1942 ho proceeded on loave and did not return till Junuary 1943 . 
On his return the bank pormitted him to do the work of a roon because there 
was no vacancy amongst chowkidrs . Generully an extra staff is maintained 
Amongst peons who are employed at times to do the duties of chowkidars . 
Shri Bishan Das for the bank states, and this is not disputed , that there is 
no difforence in the grade of peons and chowkidars . Therofore there is 110 
question of degradation . If he wants it , immediately there is a vacuicy he 
will be taken an A peon but he will logo tho dusting allowance which is paid 
to chowkidars . On this Assurance being given the union is satisfied , and no 
directions from us aro called for, 

17 . Raghunath Prasad Mehra . - His grievance is that the efficiency bar at 
Rs. 100 bas been misused against him ; that he is a clork in the bank s Delhi 
office with 27 years service to his credit, and that since 1948 his increment has 
been stopped for alleged want of efficioncy . His grade is Rs . 60 — 4 - 100 --- 
E . B . - 150 . The bank s case is as under . He WAN appointed in 1928 on a 
starting salary of Rs. 80 when ho was 30 years old . Ho hus not passed even 
the ninth class examination and for the most part of his service he has worked 
as godown keeper or despatcher and was unfit for any other job , and therefore 
in 1982 his further increment was stopped . Ho has been suffering from a 
severe type of slophantiasis and was incapable of performing any of the active 
duties of the bank . He was working as a despatch clerk for the last 10 ycars 
and performed that part of his duties satisfactorily . Therefore from 1942 he 
was again allowed to earn his incrcmont. His ability and hoalth being such 
that he was fit only for despatch work , which requires efficiency much below 
the general standard expected from a clerk of his soniority , the efficiency bar 


money last He was all and dive work of a hotell 
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has been justly applied . He made a mistake und forwarded a confirmation 
ol a telegram addressed to Head Office containing the working results of tho 
branch , which were of u confidential nature , to a customer and a cburgo shoot 
had to be framed against him . Recently a marked deterioration has beun 
observed in his department, and theroforo important letters have to be 
scrutinized by the Agent himself . Having regard to his old age and tuiling 
health the bank has been pulling on with him in order to enable him to complete 
30 years service . His promotion was stopped because the bank considered 
that he reached the maximum of the grado which is considered sufficient for 
the naturo of work ho performs 26 il despatcher of outstation dak . There is 
an efficiency bur ut Rs. 100) in his grnde . We have seen luis service record . 
On a consideration of it and the other avnilable materials on the lovord we 
cannot say that he has been victimized We give no directions in this case . 

HINDUSTAN COMMERCIAL BANK , LTD . 
18 . Jagan Nath Aggarwul. - He joined the lindustan Commercial Bank in 
1944 and on the partition of Indiu he was posted incbarge of the Khanna Pay 
Office (in India ) in December 1947 . He was arrested on a charge of embezzle 
ment of Rs . 16 , 700 and he was suspended on 16th July 1048 . He was con 
victed by the Magistrate on the 7th January 1910 but was acquitted by the 
District and Sessions Judge on 11th February 1949 . The District Judge 
remarked in his judgment , “ I must state , however , that negligence of the 
accused appellant , must be termed cologhal. He permitted the cashier to go 
uway with the money by his default . Hal he accompanied him to the auf 
himself , the cashier would not have an opportunity of decamping with the 
money . The theft has taken place directly on account of the negligence of 
the accused " . Shri Parwana appearing on his behalf asks for his reinstatoment 
and salary for the period between 16th July 1948 and 19th January 1949 , being 
the respective dates of suspension and dismissal, as also for the payment of 
his outstanding travelling allowance bills amounting to Rs . 179 - 13 1) The 
outstanding bill is settled at Rs. 169 - 13 -0 We are unable to direct reinstate 
ment in this case . As he was found to be extremely careless but not guilty 
of embezzlement we think he may be paid a quarter of his total emoluments 
as allowance for the poriod mentioned above . Both the amount should be 
paid to him within 15 days of the publication of this award 

19 . Vidya Sagar Leekha.-- He was godown keeper and his grade is 
Rs . 00 - - 90 . His claim is for salary from 6th May 1948 to 28th July 1948 
and one month s salary in lieu of notico . In a supplemontary statement he 
algo claims the increment which fell due during the said period . His case is 
as follows. After partition ho cnnie to India and was transferred to Bombay 
where he resumed duties on the 2nd Janury 1948 . After four months serviciu 
he was granted louvo for 10 days upto the 5th May 1948 but he fell ill and 
was unable to resumo his duty on that date . He sent a telegram asking for 
leavo for 15 days moro . On the 19th May 1948 the Bombay Office informed 
him that unless he reported for duty he would be linble for disciplinary action . 
On the 26th May 1948 he received another letter dated the 21st May 1948 
from the Head Office wherein he was asked to report for duty on the 24th 
May 1948 in default whereof he was to be deemed to have voluntarily left the 
service of the Bank . On the 26th May 1948 he wrote back requesting the 
bank to refer to his leave application and asked for leave till tho 4th June 
1948 as he was still unuble to undertake a journey . On the 4th June 104A he 
again applied for lenve hocked by a medical certificato duted the 21st May 
1948. Tho bank by its letter of the 12th of June acknowledged receipt of his 
applications of the 20th May 1948 and 4th June 1948 and informed him that 
as he had overstayed his leave his case has been referred to the Head Office 
for such disciplinary action as they thought fit . On the 15th Juno 1948 he 
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applied to the Head Office and state that having served the buik for one 
year and nine months he was ontitled to 52 ( syn privilege larve ; and he also 
Asked for the paymeut of his past dues . On the 27th July 1948 the Agent 
of bank replied stating that as he had failed to report for duty his serviços 
had been terminated . He, therefore , claims his sulary from 6th Muy 1918 to 
28th July 1948 plus one month s sulary in lieu of notice. The bank stutes that 
le referral his claim to the Conciliition Officer (Central) who granted 15 lys 
bulary is also the truvelling allowance which together amounted to Rs. 80 -3 -0), 
and that he nccepted the winount under protest . He admits this and contends 
that the order of ( onciliation Officer was noli binding on hin under the 
Industrial Disputes Act because he diil 1101 igree to the propowal of the Con 
cilintion Officer and thus no settlement was alrived it . Section 12 (b ) of thu 
Industrial Disputes Aut provides that if no settlement is arrived it the Con 
ciliation Officer should send a full report to the appropriate Government and 
un consideration of such report the Government my make a reference to it 
Board or Tribunul. The conclusions arrived ut by the Conciliation Officer 
uppeur from his letter Addressed to the Bruk on 18th November 1949 . The 
mutter was Npparently pending before the conciliation Offer ifter the consti. 
tution of this Tribinu and the Government has not reſurrect this case to us 
under Section 12 (5 ) of tho Act. It thus appears to be contenplated that a 
Tribunal would get jurisdiction only on reference hy Governent. That being 
Bo we are unable to give any directions in this case .

20 . Kesho ( haran . - He joined the service of the bank in 1914 and served 
for 34 years . Ilis ( oinplaint is that he was inude to retire on the 7th May 1948 
without any justifiable reasons . Ile has filer a suit in the l ivil Court for 
declaration of bis grade and enforcement of his riylıts under the bank s rules 
and regulntions. Before the Tribunal lie asks for reinstatement as a first grade 
enployer on a salary of Rs. 250 and salary for the interim period at this scale 
and olyo the reliefs claimod in the suit . He has not appeared . As a suit is 
pending we do not think that we should interfero .

21 . Balkishan Chandy Ilok . - -His cinge is that he was in -charge of the sub 
prly office at Shujabad . He ſuunishert security of Rs. 1 ,000 . After pirtition 
he came to India from Multan and reported himself ut Andritsar but is there 
Was no vacuncy he could not be provided with employment. Ilo claims the 
return of liis security and thic hunk s contribution to the provident fund us 
also Ry. 30 being hall a month s salary is bonus The bank s cake is that there 
is no l elationship of crnployor and workman existing between the bank and 
him inasinuch as the bank appointed guaruutee Brokers and one of such 
guarantee brokers , Bal Kishan ( hoprul Appointed him tho cashier . Tho 
guarantee broker took the security from him and became responsible to the 
hank for his ronduet. Chopra censed to be a guarantee broker and was 
succeeded by Shri Diwan Brothers who guarnntecd for him . The security 
furnished by this employee which stood in the name of Bal Kishan Chopra 
was not trunsferred in favour of Divan Brothers . The bonk is prepared to 
pay him back the money as soon as Bal Kishan Chopra in whose name tho 
security deposit receipt stands, is Quly discharge by him and a letter of 
authority is obtained for payment of money to him . The bank contests his 
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claim for bank s contribution to the provident fund on the grounds that ho 
was disinclined to work in the bank and that he did not serve for 15 yeurs as 
he will required to do under its rulus to entitle him to such contribution . The 
claim for bonus is also ( ontestul as it is receivable by linn trom tho guarantee 
brokers whose account hin been credited with the amount according to the 
agreement with him , which is adınitted by the employee . We do not think 

that this is a case of victimization . Shri Parwana appearing on his behalf 
also admits this and wo , uccordingly , do not make any order. Shii Dip Chand 
uppearing tor the bank has , howuver, ugreed to write to Shri ( liopra for (lin 
charging the bank of its liability so that the security amount may be returned , 
2012 also to appoint him provided he produces a letter of guarantee from any 
one of the existing brokers and pay Rs. 46 - 4 -0 in its contribution to the 
provident fund .
